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small claims court many people who, if they lost, had to pay
the witness fees. They were not able to come up with that
kind of witness fee. This amendment is to change 020 and
say "witnesses before a small claims court shall receive
$8", which is far more reasonable with regard to the type of
court and the type of cases which are being handled by the
small claims court.

PRESIDENTz Any discussion of the committee amendments?

SENATOR SCHMIT: Mr. President, members of the Legislature,
this is a Judiciary Committee bill. The bill provides that
those persons who have been found guilty of a violation of
the controlled substances acr. he placed under the treatment
of the Community Health Center rather than the Department of
Health. The Department of Health has not been able to pro­
vide adequate service ou state. The Community Health Centers,
hopefully, can do this. That's simply what the bill does.
It's a bill which is needed very much to follow up on the
other programs we have instituted for the treatment of drug
offenders. I move the bill be advanced.

PRESIDENT: Any further discussion'? The question is the
advancement of the bill. Record your vote. Please vote.
Record.

CLERK: 27 ayes .

PRESIDENT: The bill is advanced.
